Germans, ‘Continuing Advance, Are

Northwest . of Servian 


Capital and. Virtually Control 
Great Railway to Constantinople

BERLIN, Nov. 6 (by wireless to Sayville).—The capture of 
Nish, the Servian capital, by the Bulgarians, wag announced of- 
ficially here today. The city was taken after three days’ of heavy 
fighting, in which the Bulgarians captured 350 Servians and two 


cannon. 


The capture by the Germans of. Varvarin, on the Morava River, 


about forty miles northwest of Nish, also. was announced by the War 
Office. More.than 3000 Servians were taken prisoner. 


The town of Kralievo, 35 miles “ate 
west of Kraguyevatz, also has been was 
tured by the Germans, who are pursu- 
ing the Servians to the east of that 
point. , 

The Germans have reached the Zu- 
panyevac district and in the Morava 
Valley have pursued the Servians be- 
yond Obrezsicirica. . 

Near Lukovo, the Bulgarians defeat- 
ed the Servians and in the vicinity of 
Sokobanya also they won a victory, 
taking more than 500 prisoners and six 
cannon, Bulgarian and German forces 
got in touch with each other near Kri, | 
vivir. 

The Austro-German ,forces in Galicia 
gre said by the War Office today to 
have won a further victory over the 
Russians, in the fighting along the 
Stripa River. The Rusians were thrown 
back to their old positions’on the east 
bank of the river. In the recent fig! 
‘ing there 60 officers and 6000 Rus 
have been captured. 

The army of Gen. von Linsingen cap- 
tured further Russian positions north- 
east of Budka. Russian attempts to 
break through the German lines on the 
Dvinsk front were futile. 

Concerning ‘the western front, the 
War Office says that in the Champagne, 
north of Massiges, the French. were 
ejected by means of hand grenades from 
a portion of a man trench which 
they had entered.

The small number of prisoners taken 
ty the Bulgarians at Nish indicates 
that the Servians were able to withdraw 
their main forces. 

With the exception of Reigrade, Nish 
fs the largest city in Servia. Soon after 
the outbreak of the war the capital was 
trA€nsferred from Belgrade to Nish. 
There the Government remained until 
the city was. threatened by the invaders.

THEATER OF WAR 


Official. Announcement of Mis- 
sion Is Made—Resignation From 
War Ministry Denied. 


“LONDON, Nov. 6—The printing plant 
of the London Globe, together with 
copies of the issues of yesterday and to- 
day, were seized by the police this aft- 
ernoon. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—It was officially 
announced this evening that Field Mar- 
grhal Earl Kitchener had gone to the 
Bastern theater of war. 


The official statement reads: 

at the request of 
his colleagues, has left Hngland fOr a 
short visit to the sari rp theater of 
war.” 

“It is generally See says the 
Post, “that Earl Kitchener’s business 
will necessitate a s§ay so prolonged that 
it will be necessary to fill his place at 
the War Office before long. It is true 
that he has not resigned, but the im- 
portance of his present errand makes 
it certain that his resignation is only 
delayed. 

“The suggestion has been made that 
Lord Haldine be brought back to the 
War Office, but -this is probably un- 
founded.”’ 

Reiteration of thé report that Earl 
Kitchener had placed his resignation as 
Secretary of State for War in the hands 
of the King, has brought forth an au- 
thorized categorical statement to the 
contrary, as follows: 

“Not only is it untrue that Hari Kit- 
chener has resigned, but it {s equally 
untrue that his Lordship ever tendered 
a resignation to the King.” 

According to the Daily Graphic, Ear! 
ence saw the King Thursday night, 
as was announced yesterday at the 
King's own request. 

Then new war council which Pre- 
mier Asquith announced in the House 
cf Commons. Nov. 2 would conduct the 
war, held its first meeting yesterday. 
It consisted of the Premier, A. J.

CHURCH IS WHITE 


Rev. Ferrer F. Martyn of St. 
Louis Held in New York With 
Young Negress. 


The Rev. Ferrer F. Martyn, for the 
last year pastor of the First Negro Bap- 
tist Church, and accepted by the wor- 
shipers as a member of their race, is a 


white man, according to information 
furnished the police today. 

The revelation came at the same time 
that news was received that Martyn had 
been arrested in Yonkers, N. Y., in 
company with a young negro woman, 
with whom he ran away from St. Louis. 

Judge Daniel O. Fisher of the Circuit 
Court is authority for the statement that 
the reputed negro minister is white 
and that his father, the Rev. W. Carlos 
Martyn, was once pastor of the Pil- 
grim Congregational Church at the time 
when it was the most fashionable and 
wealthy white church in 8t. Louis. 

Judge Fisher knew Dr. Martyn and his 
sons, Ferrer and Paul. There can be 
no mistake in the identity of the Rev. 
Ferrer Martyn, he says, because Paul 
Martyn called at Judge Fisher's office 
and renewed their acquaintance shortly 
after the Rev. Ferrer Martyn departed 
from St. Louis three weeks ago. 

Of Nicaraguan Descent. 

Who's Who in America contains a 
sketch of the. Rev. W. Carlos Martyn, 
showigg that he was born in New York 
in 1841 and was the son of the Rev. 
Job H. Martyn and Sarah Towne Mar- 
tyn. In 1866 he married Mercedes, the

REPORTED KILLED IN 
NEW YORK FIRE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6. —Fifteen girls and men are reported by 
the police to have been’ killed in a fire that swept through a six- 
story candy factory at 385 North Sixth street, in the Williamsburg 


section of Brooklyn today. 


The fire started in the quarters of the Diamond Candy Co., on 
the third and fourth floors, and spread so rapidly that many of 
the women and girls were forced to jump from windows and over- 
crowded fire escapes. All of these received serious injuries and 
ambulances were called from eight hospitals to care for them, 


Within a short time after the fire 
broke out, three girls at a window were 
killed by a blast of flame. 

Ambulances and physicians were 
rushed to the scene from all parts of 
Brooklyn, and numerous temporary hos- 
pitals were established for the many 
persons injured. 

Firemen thought the fire started on 
the first floor, as surviviors reported 
that the stairways from the second to 
the first and third to the second floors 
were a mass of flames and all possi- 
bility of escape in that way was cut off. 

A majority of 600 employes in the 
building were said to have been on

hove upper floors, occupied by the 
Essex Shirt Co. and a cloak manu- 
facturing concern. 

Four alarms were turned in in a 
few minutes after the flames were 
discovered, and although scores of 
police and firemen were quickly on 
the scene, they were unable to pre- 
vent many of the panic-stricken men 
and girls from jumping off the. fire 
escapes, as the flames spread rapidly 
through the structure and threatened 
to envelop them. 

Police said 45 girls and a number 


of men had been injured

a ' MR. BEYAN’S DELUSIONS. 

Mr. Bryan in his expected ecriticiam of the 
President's preparedness program, says it is “a 
departure ‘from our traditions; a reversal of our 
national policy. te 

inthe Aight of bistory we: could: not de better 
than depart from our tions and reverse our 
national policy of unpreparedness. They have 
cost us heavily in blood, treasure and national 
humiliation. 

The traditions aa policy of which Mr. Bryan 
speaks have not saved us from wars. We have 
had wars despite them; one at least, dn account 
of them and in all our wars we have suffered 
unnecessary burdens and run great risks in con- 
sequence of them. ’ 

Washington eloquently testified to the cost and 
risk of unpreparedness in the Revolutionary 
War. He bitterly complained of the inefficiency 
and insufficiency of the raw material in the 
army. Untrained short-time volunteers brought 
the Revolution several times to the verge of com- 
plete disaster from which we. were actually 
saved by British division and dilatoriness and 
French help. The strength of the army we had 
was largely due to the training of Baron Steu- 
ben, who subsequently outlined a plan of pre- 
paredness which, ‘f adopted, would have saved 
us from further.sacrifices and humiliation. 

The War of 1812 was deeply humiliating and 
only lack of vigorous purpose and aétion on. the 
part of Great Britain saved us from crushing de- 
feat. 

We were fairly well prepared: for the Mexican 
War and this with the condition’ of our enemies’ 
made tt a creditable suceéss. 

Unpreparédness for the Civil War endangered 
the Union, greatly prolonged the struggle ‘and 
vastly increased the sacrifices of blood and 
treasure. Leas 

We need not recount the humiliating record of 
the Spanish-American War, in which our great- 
est strength was the weakness of the enemy. 
The losses from our own lack of organization 
and trained skilt were far greater than. the losses 
from war... 

The voices of Washington and jae and 
of all those who tested by bitter experience the 
folly of unpreparedness have been drowned by 
the chorus of the demagogues who shout about 
the invincibility of American valor and re- 
sourees. and the mush-and-milk pacifists§ like 
Bryati, whose reason is dethroned by peace delu- 
sions. ; | 

Belgium’s pacific ‘disposition and unprepared- 
ness did not savé her from conquest through mili- 
tary necessity. Not our pacific and just dis- 

ition nor our unpreparedness, but our loca- 
tion has saved us from the fate of Germany under 
Napoleon, that of France in 1870 and that of all 
those nations whose weakness has been an invi- 
tation to greed agg ambition supported by 
might. 

Mr. Bryan cites .the Christian individual in 
civilized countries’ as an -example: for nations. 
But individuals havé thé protection of law and 
organized governnient, Nations ‘ate® not under 
organized government and many of them recog- 
nize’ no law but national self-interest. 

Tt is necessary first to civilize the great nations 
and bring them into subjection to law before we 
can depend upon a just and peaceful disposition 
to save us from aggression. and protect our 
cherished institutions. We must defend civiliza- 
tion and all that we have gained in freedom and 
ordered justice; we must make national barbar- 
ism unprofitable before we can turn our unpro- 
tected heart to the world.
